There is talk of using the new navy dirigible Shenandoah, 


alias ZR-l, as a transatlantic mail ship. That is not an unreas- 
onable proposal, if the craft continues the excellent record 
made so far. Some of her recent "hops" over American terri- 
tory would have carried her nearly across the Atlantic. She 
is unquestionably capable of plying between New York and 
London,—as long as nothing unteward happens. 


But there's the rub. Nobody ever, knows when something 


may happen to an airship, especially a" lighter-than-air ship. 
Past experience with dirigibles in this country has not been re- 
assuring-. Most of the mishaps, however, have been with ves- 
sels of flexible or semi-rigid' type. It may be that this rigid, 
cigar-shape^ craft, of Zeppelin patern, with added improve- 
ments, is stauncher and more trustworthy than any of its pre- 
decessors, here or abroad, and so may endure the head winds 
and cross gales of the stormy Atlantic, ignoring the absence of 
landing places. 
-" 


. In any case, it is the obvious duty and privilege of the gov- 


^ eminent to experiment. Man is destined to master the air, mak- 


ing that element safe and expeditious in one way or a'nother. 
London and New York should be, and will be, brought within 
two days reach of each other. The dirigible balloon, in spite of 
its comparative unwieldiness and great size, has certain sub- 
stantial advantages. If the best dirigibles that modern engin- 
eering can produce prove unequal to the task, then the builders 
can go ahead" and concentrate on big airplane liners, which 
have, already reached a remarkable developmet in cruising' 
range, carrying power and dependability. 


The Best Drama 


Americans accustomed to regarding the American stage as 


rather cheap and tawdry, may cheer up. An American director, 
who happens to be in the business not for commercialism but 
for the purpose of boosting good plays and promoting appre- 
ciation of them, returning from a European tour of observa- 
tion, has this to say: 
• 
. 


"European drama is for the most part as worthless a_s the 


general run of American drama. Where Europeans happen to 
write "good plays, it takes Americans to produce them. 


"In Paris the good modern plays are not succeeding. The 


plays that are making money are the cheap and sentimental 
productions representing popular phases of Parisiaji life. The 
two state theatres, the Odeon and Comedie Francaise, are far 
inferior to the-best that can be seen in America in costuming 
and scenery. The situation is similar in Berlin, where the 
crowds flock to see cheap comedy and the sentimental in the 
drama, while the state theatre reproducing the clasics, is sel- 
dom crowded." He is not at all impressed by German stage 
art.
